RULERS ABANDON THRONES 


Germany's Plea fer Food Will Be 
Granted by Allles—Mutiny of Fieet 
May Hamper Armietice-—Pre- 
dictions ae to the Peace 
Conference, 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Falling thrones and fleeing kings and 
princes; a meelstrom of social revolu- 
tion and military mutiny ; soviets of the 
workers und suldiers in control, and 
former autocrats in hiding. 

That In brief fs the condition in cen- 
tral Europe, following the cessation of 
hostilities. How It will all end not 
the wisest statesmen ¢an conjecture. 
Quick work by level-headed leaders 
tiey direct aright the great movement 
and bring out of the chaos orderly and 
firinty grounded governments of and 
for the people. At present it seems 
that a favorite jest hus became a sober 
fact and that the big task now ts ta 
mnke democracy safe for the world. 

In Germany the Suctulists are estab- 
iishing themselves under the leadership 
of their chancellor, Friedrich Ebert, 2 
brainy and highly esteemed man, The 
several factions of the party appear 
to be working in some harmony, and 
the bolsheviki, though yet tn the de- 
cided minority, have been given tecog- 
nition which is encouraging thera to 
demand more. In Berlin, where the 
German republic was proclaimed, there 
hus been Intermittent fighting between 
the revolutionists and some officers and 
troops that rematned loyal to the old 
order, and in some other cities there 
were confifcts; hut on the whule the 
change has been accainplished with re 
markably Httle vielence. The Jeadera 
occupy the reichstag buiiding In Berlin 
and are striving to put the affairs of 
Ufe on x uermal basis. 

In the allied countries there was a 
shrewd suspicion that the revolution 
was being fostered und directed under 
enver by the lenders of the old govern- 
ment in the hope that through It they 
might be spared some-of the rigors of 
the peace settlement. Such, too, was 
the explanation of the estabilshment 
of a republic in Bavaria, and in Schles- 
wig-Holstein, which states now say 
they will become parts ot the new Ger 
man republic, 

The man tn the street. and most of 
the newspapers, In Amertea, Engtand 
and France, did nut at first look kindly 
on Doctor Solf's appen) to President 
Wilson that the allles tuke steps to 
save the people of Germany from star- 
vution, It savored of impudence, com- 
ing from a representative of the peo- 
ple who starved Belgium, Serbta, Po- 
Yand and Roumania without a quaim of 
conscience. But the allied govern: 
ments have lovked at the’matter in a 
different Ieht, and, probably wisely, 
have deterinined ta supply to the Ger- 
Tinns such food ug can be spared, not 
only for humanity’s sake but on the 
theory that order can be more quickly 
and easily restored among a well-fed 
people, If the excesses of the starving 
Russinus were repeated in Germany it 
might be difficult to carry out the 
terns of the armistice. The feeding of 
hungry Germany, becomes a conmmon- 
sense business proposition. Herbert C. 
Hoover ulrendy bas sailed for Europe 
to direct the distribution of food.

The Soctultsts in control, though 
wolling at the “terrible harshness” of 
the armistice terms, declare they wt! 
de all they cnn to obey them. On land 
this will not be so hard, but the naval 
situntion has been complicated by the 
seizure of moat of the German fleet and 
of the fortified Island of Helgoland by 
revolting sallors, These men saw, in 
the surrender and dixmuntling of the 
war vessels, the end of their livelihood, 
so they took possession of the ships 
and sulled from some of the parts. 
Thelr future plan of action, If they 
have any. Is misty. When the allies 
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| ave given possession of the land bat- 
‘terles the warships can be driven to 
sea, und there they can be dealt with 
hy the allied fleet.

The abdication of the kaiser, the ein- 
peror of Austria und the rulers of ml- 
nor states in ceptral Europe, while 
doubtless of absorbing interest to them- 
selves, cannot be considered of great 
moment unld all the tremendous 
events that are taking place. These 
mqnarchs were but symbols of the or- 
der that Is passing, aud even the kaiser 
already Had lost must of his power. 
He, as William Hohenzollern, is now 
inferned at the residence of bis friend, 
Count Bentlack. in Hotland. Abdica- 
tion was forced on him, but in fleeing 
from his country he showed the yellow 
streak. Compare tis course with the 
really dsuitted exit of that other seek 
er after world demipation, Napoleon. 
The Desh guverument pretended to 
be surprised) und dlsconcerted by the 
arrival of Willian, bat In reatity it 
Bnew he coming anid arranged 
fur jhe event, There is a report that 
the fosner ixscp will eventually take 
up his ces’ are Sn his palace on the 
Island of GU. fu. ‘This presupposes 
that the ati Of ner take possess’on 
of his persom ane put hit on trial ror 
hig monstrous Les against civiliza- 
ton, The Germans thesselves might 
decide to cla this, for there is an in- 
alstent demand amoug thom thar such 
war leaders as Admiral ven Tirpiiz, 
Major General Keiu,  Adtiiral von 
Holtzeudorff and Dr. Wolfgang Kuapp 
be arrested aad tried. Hindenburg 
und others of the army commanders 
have sought to evade such fute by sub- 
initting to the rule of the soldiers’ 
councila, 

Vhe former empress of Germany is 
said to be it in Porsdam. and there 
are ull kinds of rumers ubout the ex- 
vrown prince, Probably few care 
whether or not he has been killed. 

Charles of Austrian hy abandoning 
his throne dodges the great task of 
straightening out the affairs of the 
countries that comprised his realm. 
This will devolve ou the peace eonfer- 
ence, and doubtless will not be settled 
without many disputes over conflicting 
elaiins and aspirations. As was fore- 
seen, the Germano part of Austrin has 
elected to hecoine u part of the new 
German state,

There was greai rejoicing along rhe 
entire front fn Pronee sod Belgiias 
when the news spread of the signing 
of the urmistice. Allies and Germans 
alike cheered the announcement and at 
once emerged from their trenches and 
threw aside the caution to which long 
years of warfare had accustomed 
them. The retrograde movetnent of 
the Huns wns accelerated tn obedience 
to the terms of the armistice but for 
several days the allied armies did not 
follow them, Then began thelr own 
advance into the regians the enemy had 
been forced to evacuate. 

On Thursday [t was unnounced that 
the Americans had crossed the frontier 
toward Metz and Strassburg, and that 
on Sunday Marshul Foch, commander 
fn chief of the allied armies, would 
make formal entry into those cities 
of Lorraine and Alsace in the presence 
of President Polncare and Premier 
Clemenceau, 

In Brussels and other cities the Ger 
man soldiers got out of hand and were 
reported to be burning and pillaging. 
The allies’ high command at once 
warned the German high command 
that unless this violation of the arm- 
istice terns were stopped the allies 
would take drastic steps.

It 1s generally ngreed now that the 
world peace conference will ineet same 
where in Europe, prohabty in Ver- 
sailles. Whether or not President Wil- 
son will attend Js not settled. It has 
been suggested that he be present at 
the opening and then return home to 
attend to the vastly fmportant. dames- 
tie problems that murt be solved. Pos- 
sibly America’s representatives at the 
peace board will include Secretary Lan- 
alng, Colonel House, Elihu Root and 
Justice Louis Brandeis. The proceed- 
ings of the conference nre sure to he 
protracted, and well Informed corre- 
spondents are amusing themselves and 
their renders by speculating on the 
conetusions that tt will reach. Briefly,

Ever since the. defeat of Frunce tv 
1870 and the formation of the German 
empire the ruling classes of Germany 
had been assiduously preparing for 
the mighty struggle thut ‘began ip 
1914. Secretly at thes, with brazen 
frankness at others, they luid thelr 
Plans, built up their mighty military 
machine, extended their espivpage sys- 
tem to all Jands with the aid of the 
business houses and the diplomats. 
Though warned by more than ove stu- 
dent of affairs, the world In general 
tgnored all this or looked on it 28 
merely boastfulness and legitimate 
trade competition, 

Germany's plan was nothing Jess 
than an enormous conspiracy to es- 
tablish what the conspirators knew as 
“Mittel Europa,” a doumlolon extend- 
ing from the North sea to the Persian 
gulf. As preliminaries, German 
prinees were placed on thrones of 
middle Europe wherever possible, and 
financial relations were established 
that gave Germany virtual control 
over the coveted countries. Then rhe 
Hun autocracy impatiently awaited 
“The Day.” 


Excuse Was Ready-Made. 


Merely an excuse was needed to 
precipitate the confilct, and this was 
afforded on June 28, 1914, by the as- 
sassination of Archduke Ferdinnnd of 
Austria and his wife in Sarajevo, Bos- 
nia, by a Serbian, Thut this crime 
was inspired to serve as a pretext is 
evidenced by the fact that everything 
was prepared a few days Jn advance 
for putting the German military ima- 
chine in motion. 
ders from Berlin, made demands on 
Serbia to which no self-respecting na- 
tion could submit, and on July 28 de 
elared war on its neighbor. Russia, as 
ally of and sponser for Serbla, mo- 
bilized its armies at once, despite the 
protests of Germuny, whereupon the 
katser declared. war on Kussia. 
Franee, being In offensive and defens- 
lve alliance with Russia, was cotm- 
pelied to mobilize, and the kaiser’s 
armed forces got Into udtion at once. 
The course of events so far had beeo 
foreseen by the German ligh com- 
mand and it was in accordance with 
Its prearranged plan, which was to 
erush France by a swift advance on 
Paris, and then to turn about and 
muke an end of Russia's military re 
sistance. 

On August 2 German troops entered 
France at Cirey and began moving 
through Luxemburg. despite the spir- 
lted protests of the grand duchess, 
and Berlin usked Belgium to permit 
the passage of troops through that 
country. This was refused, the king 
of Belgium appealing to the powers 
that had guaranteed the neutrality of 
his kingdom, 

All this time Great Britain had 
been striving to avert the outbreak of 
a general war, and Germany rested 
vomplacently on the information of 
her spies. that the British would not 
enter into the eohtlice, But Bertin 
reckoried withour the British spirit: of 
fair play and faithfulness to treaties, 
and when the kaljser tore up. the 
“scrap of paper” and invaded Belgium 
Great Britaln Jumped to the rescue. 
Her mighty fleet was moblitzed and 
her army, pitifully small) begaa mav- 
Ing across the ehannel. Then events 
came with dazing rapidity. One nf- 
ter another the nations fell into Hne 
against the Germans and Austro-Hun- 
gariaos, but the Teutons were’ reudy 
and the others, except France, were 
not. 

The Invasion of Belgium. 


Ov August 5 begau one of the mast 
shameful chapters in the history of 
the world—the rape of Belgium. King 
Albert and his herole little orimy re- 
sisted to their utomst, but the suppos- 
edly impregnable forts of Liege, No 
mur and other Belgian towns wer: 
speedily reduced by the Hun eannon 
and the land and its people were made 
captive, The atrocities commitied by 
the Germans, officers and privotes 
alike, will remain a biet on the naine 
of Germany to the end of all time. 
The world has been so well Informed 
concerning those brutal crimes that it 
ig unnecessary to recapitulnute them. 

Having overrun nil but a narrow 
strip of Belgium, the Hun armies be- 
gan what Berlin fondly believed was 
to be a triumphal march to Paris. 
England's ttle regular army was 
thrown across their path and fought 
and died almost to f man, and side hy 
side with them the French Pollus con- 
tested every foot. They were pushed

Under the management of Lord 
Ritchener Britain's millions were be- 
ing enlisted and trained and trans- 
ported to the battle grounds. Not 
only from the homeland did they 
come, but from Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, India, South Africa and 


all of the far-flung possessions of the | 


empire,with an ardor that settled for 
all time the question of their loyalty 
to that empire. Ireland alone held 
back to a considerable extent, hoping 
to grin independence and imaking it- 
self the hatching ground tor many a 
German plot. Kitehener’s great work 
practically accomplished, he went to 
his death when a Geruian subinarine 
sank the crulser on which he wus 
quing to Russia. 


Germany's Submarine Warfare 


ln the first months of the war the 
British fleets, aided by the Japanese, 
took away Germany’s island colonies, 
and then, having almost full mastery 
of the.seas, estublished a blockade of 
Germany designed tu starve her into 
submission. The repiy to this was 
quick in coming. The Germans start- 
ed out their submarines at once. and 
began building more and bigger un- 
dersea vessels. Disregarding the rec- 
ognized laws of warfare, they declared 
unrestricted war on all vessels of 
their enemies, and a murderous career 
that finally resulted in dragging -the 
United States into the contlict and 
bringing defeat to themselves. The 
first notable victim of this method of 
warfare was the Lusitania, inore than 
a thousand of whose passengers per- 
ished. On this and many another ves- 
gel that was sent down by the sub- 
mariues were American citizens, and 
there was a powerful demund on our 
goverament to stop the practice or to 
enter the war. 

lar neurly two years President WLI- 
60n held back, writing numerous notes 
of protest to Berlin and receiving an 
equal uvumber of false promises, 
Eurly in 1917 Berlin announced that 
submerine warfare thereafter would 
be unrestricted—as it had been in 
reality most of the tiine—and there 
was nothing left the United States but 
to declare a state of war with Ger- 
many. This was done on April 6 and 
from that fateful day the doom of 
Germany's great conspirecy was set- 
tled. 

America’s Wonderful Effort. 


With amazing energy and speed 
America went at the tremenduus tisk 
of making an army out of its civilian 
population, There were muny  mis- 
takes and many. delays, but these are 
ulmost forgetten in the contemplation 
of the marvelous success with which 
the thing was accomplished. After a 
long and heated debate, the selective 
draft system of raising an army was 
adopted, and young men by the hun- 
dred thousand were tuken from their 
Civilinn pursuits, put in *immense 
training camps and inade inte soldiers. 
‘To catmmand them. thoysands of of: 
ficers Were tralned tp other canips, In 
the tneredibty short time of one year 
nearly two million fighting men, us 
ecient us ihe world has ever seen, 
lind) been transported ucross the At- 
Tantic, With all the vasr supplies re- 
quired: und ut ome the Industries of 
the laud had been reargunized for the 
business of war. Kuowing well the 
ardnousness of the task of winning the 
war, the government bent every ef- 
fort to lt and the draft age limits were 
extended to include all men betweex 
the nges of eighteen and forty-six. 
Many thousands of those thus drafted 
were in tratning when tbe war came 
to a close. 

Ametice'’s arrival in 
most timely, 
had failed miserably tn his attempt te 
force a way to Parris hy the Verdus 
route in 1918. the Germans never gave 
up thelr pinns to take the French cap- 
ital, und in the spring of 1918, with 
re-enforcements releused from the 
eastern front by the collapse of Rus- 
sia, they began a powerful drive in 
northern France.

Italy, declaring thut the terms of 
the Triple Alliance had been vieluted 
by Austria, entered the war on the 
side of the allles op May 23, 1910. 
Turkey bad gone in with Germany be- 
fore the war was three months ol. 
and Bulgariu ¢ust her lot with the 
Teutons in October, 1015. The .for- 
tunes of the Itallans were spectacular. 
They won over the Austrinas for a 
long time and fnvuded the regions of 
Itnliun Irridenta along the Adriatic, 
threatening ‘Trieste. Then subtle 
‘Teuton propaganda, coupled with de 
featist work at home, brought disaster 
on them. Helped by German divisions, 
the. Austrians made a tremendous 
drive and. forced the Itallans back to 
the Piave river line. There the con- 
test stood for muny months, until) the 
middle of June, 1918, when under Gen- 
eral Diaz, the Italiana not only stop- 
ped another. offensive, but turned it 
into a great defeat and rout which 
culminated in the surrender of Aus- 
tria. This was hastened by the fall- 
ing to pieces of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire, the states of which were es- 
tablishing their independence, fotlow- 
ing the leud of the Czecho-Slovaks. 

Turkey, with the ald of Germans, 
administered to Great Britnin two set- 


backs that were rather faumitlating. | 


The first was at the Dardanelles, 
which the British tried to force, first 
With bpavy alope, then with Imnd and 
sea forces, Both attempts were disns- 
trous failures. The other defert by 
the Turks was in Mesopotamia, where 
General Townshend and his army 
were captured at Kut-el-Amara. Both 
these reverses were more than com- 
pensated for by the Jater conquest of 
Mesopotamia and the Holy Land and 
the consequent surrender of Turkey. 

As for Bulgaria, she was beaten 
largely by the regenerated Serbian 
army, which had great assistance froin 
the French, Greeks and British.
